Parish council joins calls for dual carriageway 


A PARISH council has joined calls 
for the dualling of the A303. 

The concerns of Upottery Parish 
Council are two-fold - an apparent 
increase in serious accidents and 
the negative effect on the village 
when traffic is diverted through it 
after accidents. 

Parish councillors met on Mon¬ 
day, January 14th and decided - as 
an opening measure - to write to 
MP Neil Parish and Devon and 
Cornwall police and crime com¬ 
missioner Tony Hogg. 

The issue has also been put on 
the agenda for the February meet-

ing of the council, by which time 
it is hoped relevant statistics will 
be available. 

Upottery Parish Council chair¬ 
man John Cornish said that diver¬ 
sions through the village 
sometimes cause a problem, and 
added: “They are narrow roads and 
not good for lorries. 

“I can think of three serious acci¬ 
dents in the last few months. 

“People see the helicopter and 
the ambulances, and the traffic 
goes through [the village. 


“To avoid serious accidents I 
think the solution is to improve or 
turn it [the A303] into a dual car¬ 
riageway. 

“As it seems to be an increasing 
number of accidents, we thought 
we'd remind our MP Neil Parish 
and see if he can do anything about 
it.” 

Mr Cornish added that council 
members had raised the issue in 
the past and would try to obtain ac¬ 
cident statistics before their next 
meeting to get a precise view of 
the situation.

THE Devon County Agricultural Association 
(DCAA) is once again seeking entries in the 
three award schemes that it runs each year, for 
community - eco-projects, farming innovators 
and long serving farm workers - all of which 
will be presented at the Devon County Show, 
between May 16th -18th. 

The Prince of Wales Award is geared to local 
sustainability. Transition towns, local food co¬ 
operatives, renewable energy projects, commu¬ 
nal composters, new allotments - if it’s 
community-based, sustainable and in Devon, 
then it could qualify for the award, which 
comes with a cheque for £1,000. 

Previous winners include a co-operatively- 
run village shop at Stokeinteignhead, an allot¬ 
ment association at Wembury and, last year, 
Sustainable South Brent. In every case, win¬ 
ning the award has marked a step change in the 
profile and development of the initiative. 

Organiser, Ross Kennerley, commented: 
"Winning the Prince of Wales award was a 
tremendous boost for Sustainable South Brent 
- the certificate signed by Prince Charles, dis¬ 
played in the centre of the village, attracted a 
lot of attention and interest in our activities. 
The cash prize has enabled us to improve the 
educational aspects of our community garden 
at the primary school, and we are making ex¬ 
citing progress in our plans for a village or¬ 
chard. 

“Meanwhile our compost scheme goes from 
strength to strength and we shall be investing 


in some new equipment to help the growing 
band of volunteers who operate it each Sunday 
morning. I would strongly recommend any 
local sustainability project to apply for this 
award. It could turn out, as it did for us, one of 
the best things we've ever done." 

The John Neason award has a stronger farm¬ 
ing focus, being geared to individual farmers 
or groups of farmers who are breaking new 
ground in the way they produce or market the 
many different types of farm output. Past win¬ 
ners include Barney Butterfield, for his hugely 
successful Sandford Orchards cider and apple 
juice business, and the innovative agricultural 
contractor, James Lee, of Lee Farm Services. 

“Finding new ways of boosting output, cut¬ 
ting costs and adding value will be the key to 
success in farming in future, and is at the heart 
of the DCAA’s mission”, said Richard Maun¬ 
der. 

“Farmers are naturally innovative, but they 
also tend to be rather backward in coming for¬ 
ward in claiming credit for what they do, which 
is why it hasn’t always been easy to attract en¬ 
tries for this award. So I hope that this year, 
our innovative farmers will put modesty to one 
side and get their entries in, not only to serve 
as examples to their fellow farmers, but also to 
show the wider world what an exciting, pro¬ 
gressive business farming has become. And 
there’s a cheque for £750 on the end of it, with 
£250 for the runners-up!” 

Devon farmers are asked to nominate their 


farm staff for a Long Service Award. Any em¬ 
ployee who has completed at least 30 years’ 
service in agriculture, horticulture or forestry 
in the county with the same employer or on the 
same holding can qualify for an award, com¬ 
plete with certificate and glass tankard, and 
there are cash prizes of £80, £50 and £30 re¬ 
spectively for the three longest serving work¬ 
ers. Recipients of a certificate or trophy from 
a previous show are not eligible for another 
certificate or trophy, but may qualify for a cash 
award, provided they have not previously re¬ 
ceived one. 

Richard Maunder said that the awards recog¬ 
nised the importance of a loyal and experi¬ 
enced workforce to the county’s farming 
industry: “Long serving farm workers are the 
unsung heroes of farming in Devon, and I am 
delighted that we are able to celebrate their 
contribution each year in what is always one 
of the highlights of the Devon County Show. 

“I hope and expect that every farmer in 
Devon who has an employee who qualifies for 
the awards will put their name forward.” 

The closing date for the awards is March 
28th, 2013, which is also the date against 
which length of service will be judged for the 
purposes of the awards.

Call to help protect Stockland’s wildlife gems

LOCAL people are being 
asked for their views 
about six small nature re¬ 
serves around the village 
of Stockland. 

The Stockland Tur¬ 
baries are havens for 
wildlife owned by the 
parish council and man¬ 
aged by a dedicated team 
of volunteers. 

The turbaries offer tran¬ 
quil walks, intriguing her¬ 
itage and stunning views, 
and now the parish coun¬ 
cil is keen encourage 
more people to enjoy 
these gems on the 
doorstep. 

A new initiative is giv¬ 
ing local people an oppor¬ 
tunity to have a voice in 
how the sites are man¬ 
aged over the coming 
years, and perhaps get in¬ 
volved in caring for them. 

In past centuries, the 
turbaries were used by 
local people to graze ani¬ 
mals and cut fodder and 
fuel. This resulted in an 
open, lowland heaths 
lying on the spring lines, 
home to a rich diversity of 
wildlife. As these old 
practices died out, new 
management methods are 


needed to maintain the 
heathland and prevent it 
from reverting to wood¬ 
land. Lowland heaths are 
recognised as being one 
of Europe's most endan¬ 


gered landscapes. 

With support from the 
Blackdown Hills Area of 
Outstanding Natural 
Beauty (AONB) team, 
the parish council is en¬ 
couraging people to com¬ 


plete a brief survey or try 
out some practical volun¬ 
teering to help protect 
these precious habitats for 
the future.

Uncovering the Iron Age 
past of the Blackdown Hills 


WOULD you like to learn modern archaeology skills? 
Could you spare a few hours to take part in an exciting 
Iron Age project? Or have you found glassy black 
rock in your garden or fields? 

If the answer to any of these questions is yes, local 
archaeologist Marc Cox wants to hear from you. 

A new project funded by the Blackdown Hills 
AONB Partnership’s Sustainable Development Fund 
and Devon County Council is underway to further un¬ 
derstand the area as a centre for ancient iron manu¬ 
facture. 

Marc Cox, a post-graduate researcher at the Univer¬ 
sity of Exeter and local resident, and Dr Brian 
Gilmour, a senior researcher at Oxford University, 
have begun work to uncover the age and extent of this 


important industry that shaped the landscape of the 
Blackdown Hills. 

The project aims to undertake a large-scale geophys¬ 
ical survey of important sites this month. It will bring 
together knowledge of local residents and landowners 
to better complete the archaeological picture.

Beekeeping beginners 
welcome on new course 


EAST Devon Beekeepers (EDB) 
are recruiting for a beginners' 
course. 

East Devon Beekeepers is a 
branch of Devon Beekeepers' Asso¬ 
ciation and has an apiary on a farm 
between Axminster and Kilming- 
ton. 

Apart from East Devon, the 
branch also draws members from 
neighbouring parts of Somerset and 
Dorset. The current membership 
stands at about 150, but it is hoped 
this will swell after a course for be¬ 
ginners. 

The initial part of 2013 beginners' 
course will be held in the cricket 
pavilion in Kilmington, to be fol¬ 
lowed by summer sessions at the 
branch apiary. 

EDB member Rowland Molony 
outlined the curriculum by saying: 
"The beginners' course starts at the 
end of January and meets regularly 
through to April, when meetings 
move across to the branch apiary 
where participants get to handle 


bees, identify the internal working 
parts of a hive, and undestand the 
natural organisation of a colony. 

"This means identifying queen, 
workers, drones, learning about 
their individual life-cycles, and the 
division of labour between the bees. 

"The hive is composed of many 
components, so students become fa¬ 
miliar with this type of hardware. 

"They also see the value of suit¬ 
able clothing, and necessary per¬ 
sonal equipment. 

"Managing bees throughout the 
year is a vital part of the course: 
that is through spring expansion, 
dealing with swarms, harvesting 
honey and preparing bees for win¬ 
ter. 

"Students also learn about stings, 
using smoke, keeping records, liais¬ 
ing with the public, selling honey, 
and many many more areas that get 
opened up by studying flowers, 
pollen, nectar, and the biology of 
the bee." 

Trudi Morgan is one of those who 


took up beekeeping after attending 
the annual course. She said: "It is 
the third summer coming up, so I'm 
a novice. 

"I always wanted to keep bees and 
a friend told me there was one place 
left on the course." Her fellow bee¬ 
keeper Emma Norris has been in¬ 
volved a little longer. She took up 
the hobby eight years ago and told 
the View: "I inherited my grandfa¬ 
ther's old beehives. 

"He kept bees in the 1930s and 
during the war. 

"I hadn't known him as a bee¬ 
keeper but I had heard the stories. 

"Another beekeeper persuaded 
me to have a go, and it was infec¬ 
tious."

A sharp fall in their 
number in recent years 
has led to growing con¬ 
cerns about the impact 
this may have on our 
local environment, farm¬ 
ers and the economy. 

A study last year found 
that if bees disappeared 
it would cost British 
farmers at least £1.8 bil¬ 
lion a year to pollinate 
their crops by hand - 
which would cause food 
prices, such as fresh fruit 
and veg, to rocket. 


Mr Parish said: “I am 
extremely concerned 
about the rapid decline in 
British bees. They’re not 
only an iconic part of our 


countryside; they play a 
vital role in pollinating 
our crops and flowers too. 
It’s great news that 
Friends of the Earth is 


creating a buzz about 
these crucially important 
insects - I’ll be doing all 
I can to help protect our 
bees in 2013.”

Blackdown and East Devon Woodland Association 
with John Greenshields 


T HERE is a new project in the Blackdown Hills and East 
Devon AONB’s, spearheaded by the Woodland Association 
called “Culmwoods”. 

It’s a community woodland working group, which will enable 
folks to do valuable work in woodlands in exchange for fire wood. 
This serves three purposes - free fuel, exercise, and managing wood¬ 
lands that would not have been managed. 

There is a small joining fee, and various levels of membership, 
from just picking up brash to felling trees, there is also reduced price 
chain saw certificate training. There are woodlands owned by var¬ 
ious trusts and individuals that at present are under managed, there 
will be training, skilled guidance and insurance for the members. 
Details are on our we site. If you are interested please contact me 
and I can explain more. 

I hope you all had a great Christmas, we had a house full of grand¬ 
children, and as usual ate to much, although not turkey but some of 
our own pork and pheasant. It was while sitting down after lunch 
that I was wondering how we were going to get our woodfuel out 
of the woods this year. We bum about 50 ton of logs a year, and 
only extract in the winter. Already we have cancelled our thinning 
operations because of the weather, it has effected all forestry oper¬ 
ations and is very serious. If the rain and snow continues the forestry 
sector will be a year behind, and that includes planting as well, with 
woodland creation schemes put on hold. 

Two much water is not good for large trees as it alters their struc¬ 
ture and of course makes them more vulnerable to wind blow, the 
roots can rot if continually in sodden conditions. It’s no walk in the 
park for woodland wildlife ether, especially birds, raptors need their 
feathers in tip top condition if they are to catch their pray, and not 
wet, and save a thought for animals that live underground with 
some losing their homes altogether. 

The recent snow has also damaged trees by snapping off limbs 
and bringing down older trees, this all nature’s way of culling the 
week and vulnerable. Primroses, daffodils and snowdrops are all 
pushing their way through the snow so spring is not far away. 

Let’s hope that 2013 will bring better weather, and there is the 
Woodland Fair to look forward too, along with other events listed 
on the website. Can I take this opportunity to thank all who have 
helped me in my pursuit of all things “woody” and wish you all a 
happy and prosperous 2013
